But when boys are congregated in 
large numbers in playgrounds, it is 
well that they be directed and super- 
vised in order that the principles of 
fair play, kindness and enterprise be 
duly ineuleated. 

We thave too little recreation, Old- 
er people are included in this. We 
turn with pride and pleasure to the 
old time May Pole danees in Merry 
England. Mothers, fathers and child- 
ren gathered together on the green. 
May poles were put in place by the 
fathers and grown men. To these 
gaily colored ribbons were secured, 
and the young men and maidens, the 
doys and girls, wove the ribbons us 
they danced, and reversing, let the 
breeze flutter the silken strings. 

We cannot live without each other. 
Can you conceive of anything more 
ideal than the May Pole idea—men of 
wisdom and experience, mothers, 
youths and maidens, boys, girls, babes 
—al enjoying a breathing spell, a 
time of healthful recreation, a gala 
day, in this fashion! 

Alas, that mothers and fathers stay 
home from any place in which their 
ehildren seek amusement. The fact 
that a young woman's mother is watch- 
ing ber in pride and hope will in nine 
hundred and ninety-nine cases out of 
very thousand be a suffelent inspira- 
tion to enable her to reach that moth- 
er’s expectations. It is just as essen- 
tial that our young men meet men of 
experience. Even a babe can call from 
us with its rogucish eyes a response of 
tenderness a spirit of protection with- 
out which no individual ds well round- 
ed. We do, indeed, need each other! 

The West is full of ambition—ambi- 
tion in every line of goodly enterprise. 
Are we becoming mercenary then shat 
we neglect to provide sufficient breath- 
ing spaces for our children? We are 
growing, rapidly growing! Would we 
cripple our little ones in health and fu- 
ture undlitv? A thousand times NO!

CORRESPONDENCE 


To the Editor Capital 
Sir:— 

Alberta has been very much to the 
front in boasting of the superlority of 
her educational system, and there js 
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much to admire in it, although I must 
confess for some time I have thought 
the Government was expending too 
much of the Public money on higher 
education than was warranted while 
they are still taxing the poor home- 
steader for educational purposes from 
which he receives no benefit. It there- 
fore is much of a surprise to me to 
find the Department of Education act- 
ing in a‘way which is detrimental to 
the interests of school districts. 


The village of North Edmonton 
comprises a section of land in the 
J3elmont School District and the 


number of children in the village in- 
creased the attendance at the existing 
school house so that it is absolutely 
necessary to in ‘some way provide for 
more accomodation, The village auth- 
orities were desirous of establishing a 
district of their own but owing to the 
leaving of the parties interesting them- 
selves in the organization the matter 
was in abeyance. In July the trustees 
of the Belmont School District seeing 
something must be done to provide 
more accomodation interviewed the 
Department of Education where they 
saw an official representing the Deputy 
Minister who informed the trustees 
that no action was then in progress 
With North Edmonton but said neither 
the village of North Edmonton or the 
Dept. cof Education had any power to 
alter the area of the School District 
Without the consent of the trustees and 
that if any proposal came up on the 
subject of altering the Belmont District 
the trustees would be consulted. At 
the same time he reccommended on 
account of certain contingencies that 
the Belmont District try and arrange 
for North Edmonton to organize a 
district of its own. In consideration 
of this the trustees at once called a 
rate-payers meeting for the express 
purpose of discussing the re-organiz- 
ation of the district. At the meeting 
which was ‘well represented the opinion 
was unanimously ‘expressed that we 
should get North Edmonton to organize 
a district but that we considered the 
Belmont School District was not large 
enough to give up more than that 
portion of it lying due South of the 
village together of course with the 
area of tthe village. The village au- 
‘thorities entertained our prospect, but 
owing to the absence of the chairman 
of the council action with the Depart- 
ment was delayed. 

A notice of the ratepayers’ meeting 
was sent to the Department but was 
not even acknowledged. 

The next that was heard of the mat- 
ter was a notice seen by accident in 
the post office that the Department had 
sanctioned ithe forming of a district 
called the “Qity Park” district taken 
from the Belmont School Dstrict. On 
communication with the Department 
the Trustees were informed that the 
Minister had the power to make any 
alteration they might think well, and 
they intended taking still more from 
the Belmont District to organize a 
North Edmonton District; these are 
the facts of the case. 

This district, which the Department 
is trying to form out of the Belmont 
district, borders close to North Edmon- 
ton, in itself it has but a very few 
houses, and it is altogether unneces- 
sary and unsuitable to be formed into 
a district, in addition it absorbs the 
area which the Belmont distriat had 
agreed to give the North Edmonton dis- 
trict because as it was sald at the 
meeting it was hardly fair to expect 
children to come past the North Ea- 
monton school to attend the Belmont 
school, . 
it commend itself to the dignity of an 
educational’ department to ignore the 
trustees and the ratepayers of the dis- 
trict and try and use an arbitrary pow- 
er over them. The trustees of the rur- 
al school are nearly all farmers. The 
professional men, the merchants, and 
even the Government itself is depend: 
ant upon them and yet the very paid 
Officials seem to even go out of their 
way to slight and snub them. Is it any 
wonder they resent such treatment? 

In conclusion I may point out that 
as far as 1 can see the “Ordinance” 
does not give the arbitrary power the 
Department would wish us to. think, 
and it appears to me any other district 
Which has any trouble in this respect 
would do well to make a careful study 
of same before they submit to any- 
thing they think prejudicial to their 
rights. Thanking you for space.

So Said Henry Vivian to Edmon- 
ton’s Young Liberal Club 
Last Night. 


“Humanity is indebted for all that 
is really worth having, to the prog- 
ress of Liberalism, and its applica- 
tion to the problems of life.”

Governments, he said, that had or- 
iginated during a struggle for liberty, 
often exhibited forms detrimental to 
liberty. This was the case with the 
United States, and now liberty was 
so abused as to practically stran- 
gle the freedom and welfare ‘of the 
masses. And yet the struggle with 
monopolies was the same. struggle 
that our forefathers had fought out 
with the old Englsh kings. 

He believed Roosevelt whom, de- 
spit his faults, he greatly admired, 
realized this. Unless the WU. S. A.

GIVE TO GET A GAS PLANT HERE 


A Question That Faces Edmonton at Present-—-Some of the Advantages That 


the Citizens Would Derive From the Establishment 
of Such a Plant in This City

A concern styled “The Internation- 
al Heating and Lighting Company,” 
with headquarters in Cleveland, Ohio, 
applied some time ago to the city 
of Edmonton for a franchise to estab- 
lish and operate a gas plant. That 
commonly 
considered a “franchise,” a word 
which City Commissioner A. V. 
Bouillon characterizes as synomy- 
mous with “graft” and “rake-off,” is 
certain. That they may be permit- 
ted to establish a plant in the city and 
operate, practically in conjunction 
with the city, on a sort of co-operative 
basis, is another matter, but the lat- 
ter all depends on the willingness of 
the company to subscribe to the con- 
ditions laid down by the, city. 

But is a public gas supply a neces- 
sity in the city of edmonton? 

It if not a necessity, but that does 
not mean that it has to be a necessity 
to be desirable. Gas is found to be 
very convenient, byt that is the ex-

tent of its usefulness. Just on that 
account, however, a large number of 
people favor gas, even prefering it in 
some instances to electricity. There 
are few cities of average size without 
a supply is evidence enough of its 
popularity. , 

Up to a short time ago gas was 
used not only in domestic circles, but 
also to a considerable extent in in- 
dustrial plants, but of recent times in 
the manufacturing arena it has been 
displaced to a considerable extent by 
oil, which commodity is making rapid 
strides in. the public favor. There- 
fore, today gas is used almost wholly 
by the housewife, and to her the con- 
venience is obvious. 

Gas has-been characterized as dan- 
werous. Certainly it is not a thing to 
be handled by children, but when 
the apparatus is properly — installed, 
and properly used, it is perfectly safe. 
The country people of today are not 
as green as they used to be and when

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Loneliness ; the Homesteader's Foe 


At Least It is If He ts a Bachelor @ 

steading All Alone— Some Curtous 

Results of Being Lonely—Sometimes tt 
Brings on Temporary Melancholia 


There are several drawbacks to 


homesteading, so homesteaders say, 
and the chief of them is loneliness, 
that is of course, if the settler is single 
and has no one helping him to cuiti- 
vate his acres. 

In the summer time things do not 


go so badly, for he has so much to do, 


he improvements on his farm, the 


numerous other occpuations so that 
the time is taken up with hard work 
and the settler has not time to think 
of being lonely except in the evenings, 
and even then he is ‘too tired to do 
anything more than to roll into his 
blankets and fall fast asleep. 

But in the long wiuler things are 
different. Supposing that he has 
homesteaded fifty miles from the 
nearest neighbor, which is often the 
case, how often would he see them? 
Once a month perhaps, or even less. 
And supposing that his farm is not on 


any beaten trail, his chances of seeing 
F passing stranger are few and far 

between. During the long winter 

days he tends to his live stock, which 
does not take him very long, and then 
sits by his own fireside, and simply 
holds down his land according to the 
rules laid down by the government. 
In the evening he draws his chair 
up to the stove, and while the wind 
is whistling through the cracks in the 
door, and the snow is piling inch upon 
inch upon the ground outside, he 
reads and re-reads the small collection 
po! magazines and books that h¢ has 

Fead ovet and over again, Naturally 
he becomes tired of reading the same 
things, and his mind wanders. He 
begins to think. He keeps on think- 
ing. Suddenly for no apparent rea- 
son he starts up and looks over his 
shoulder, That is the beginning of 
it, and the rest- follows soon, Then 
the mounted police make a discovery 
and there is a new inmate for Bran- 
don, 

This, of course, is the exception, not 
the rule. Hundreds of strong char- 
actered men take homesteads and ex- 
perience the same feeling but never 
give way to it, or are in the position 
where they can obtain compunionship 
if they need it. An instance of this 
kind of character is that of an old 
timer who in his day had done a lot 
of lonely winter work, being out in 
the bush trapping by himself for six 
months at a stretch and never secing 
a white face the whole time. He had 
a fine remedy for loneliness. As soon 
as he felt that he was inclined to talk 
to himself and look over his should- 
er, he used to get outside his shack 
in the middle of the clearing and start 
to shout and dance about. 

“T used to holler, feller,” he would 
say, “until I couldn’t holler no more, 
and me throat was like the inside of a 
gunny sack, all hairy, and I was so 
tired with jumping about that I 
couldn't scarcely stand up. J'd go 
right into bed, and sleep for about 
twelve hours and wake up — feeling 
good and sane. But I could only 
whisper in the morning,” he would 
conclude. Whether he could only 
whisper or not in the morning did not 
matter. What really mattered was 
that he was in his right mind and 
was good for another month or so of 
the lonely life. ; 

But every one is not so strong- 
minded as this old timer. A party of 
surveyors were one spring going 
through a piece of country. which had 
not been travelled very much. To 
their surprise they came to a clearing 
in the light brush in the middle of 
which was a shack: The occupant 
was a middle aged man well built and 
healthy looking who rushed out when 
he heard them coming. He started in 
to talk to them and continued talking 
for hours, until in the end he seemed 
to lose his balatice of mind and went 
clean crazy. [fe was then tied up and 
the mounted police were called in and 
he was taken to town. After a while 
of course he beesme alright and was 
set at liberty again. 

It seems that he had not seen a 
white man for twelve months and was 
so pleased to have some one to talk 
to that he simply went out of his 
mind. 

There are numbers of cases of this 
kind that never reach the cars of 
the public and still a number that 
do. This spring there were quite a

Perhaps he cannot afford to keep a 
wife. Perhaps he cannot find one. 
The question of the dearth of women 
in the west is one which) has been 
discussed freely by everyone, but 
there have been very few who have 
tried to cope with the situation. There 
yas a suggestion made a little while 
ago that the government should run 
a2 matrimonial bureau, establishing 
homes in the west where girls from 
the east, who had no place there, and 
who wished to get married, could 
come to, and where the men could 
go and “look ’em over.” There is no 
doubt that this sounds wholesale and 
crude and the author of the idea was 
ridiculed in the papers a good deal, 
but it shows an amount of common 
sense, The men and the women, 
both wanting to get married, must be 
brought together somehow, better

monton is, as in a letter received from 
them by the commissioners last week 
they expressed their willingness to 
observe certain of the city’s condi- 
tions, in respect to rates, standard of 
quality of service, extent of plant and 
system, the restoration of streets, and 
the provisions as to the city's right to 
purchase the plant after an expiration 
of a term of years, 


But from the tone of their letter it 
can be assumed that the company is 
desirous of obtaining a long francl:‘se. 
They claimed that it would take from 
five to ten years before they could ex- 
pect a margin on their investment, 
and for that reason would require lib- 
eral ‘conditions as to price and the 
life of the franchise. They suggested 
that the city guarantee the company’s 
securities or else guarantee a fixed 
income in the event of the adoption 
of the latter suggestion they would 
be willing to submit more conserva- 
tive terms. 

In the meantime the International 
Lighting and Heating Company must 
deposit $10,000 with the city as evi- 
dence of their good faith before nego- 
tiations can take any definite form. 

If the International Lighting and 
Lighting Company establishes a plant 
in Edmonton under the agreement 
which the city is prepared to make, 
it could hardly be said that the com- 
pany was operating under franchise. 
They would merely be agents of the 
city. supplying gas to the public un- 
der the supervision of civic authori- 
ties, who would have full control over 
them. In fact, Commissioner Bouil- 
lon does not want the word “fran- 
chise” applied in this case at all. A 
franchise, according to his definition, 
is an antiquated bargain in which a 
city not only deeds away the rights 
of its citizens, but in which in most 
cases in the same agreement the fran- 
chise seeker is favered to the detri- 
ment of the ratepayers. 

‘A Tranchise should not be granted 
that would in any way be a disad- 
vantage to any citizen. Time has 
proved the fallacy of granting fran- 
chises indiscriminately as has been 
done right and left in cities across the 
border, and even in some communities 
in Canada, with such a recklessness, 
which should leave the officials re- 
sponsible open for prosecutions for 
criminal negligence. In the majority 
of cases where public privileges have 
been showered on private capital, it 
has either been the result of gross ig- 
norance or roguery. 

Commissioner Bouillon helieves 
that the conditions ascribed in the let- 
ter accompanying this article, will if 
accepted by the company, be suffic- 
ient in severity, to prevent any trans- 
gression of the rights of the public, 
He is willing to make a fair, square 
and above board bargain, but he will 
not leave any opening in the agree- 
ment, which would give the company 
a chance for trickery or the juggling 
of legal phraseology. He believes 
that the bargain as outlined in the 
letter is square enough to ensure a 
reasonable return for any money the 
company would invest in the venture. 
Commissioner Bouillon was emphatic 
cnough to state that “any person who 
said he could not come to the city and 
invest, and at the same time ensure 
a reasonable return for the money, 
under the agreement he is willing to 
make, is a liar—that's what he is.” 
That is plain talk. 

Edmonton is in such a position that 
she can dictate terms. If the com- 
pany seeking rights docs not sub- 
scribe to them, well, then, they can 
go on their way, for there is nothing 
to prevent Edmonton from establish- 
ing its own gas plant. Edmonton to- 
day is the proprietor of its own street 
railway, has its own power plant, and 
telephone system and can run thein 
to suit itself. And she can establish 
her own gas plant and run it just as 
well. It is evident, too, that if nego- 
tiations with the Cleveland concern 
should come to nought, that the ctiy 
will consider the advisability of such 
an action. It is to be seen, however, 
if under the system of municipal 
ownership, a gas plant could be es- 
tablished in Edmonton at the pres- 
ent time and produce a reasonable 
return for expenditure. 

At any rate the way of the fran- 
chise seeker in Edmonton is hard, and 
how hard it really is can be gathered 


| ment that would be required we sub- 


deposit of $10,000.00 it would take up 
negotiations with you and if a sat- 
isfactory agreement is not arrived at 
this money would be refunded; there- 
fore it would appear that it is for you 
to make the deposit first, after which 
the council would doubtless instruct 
us to negotiate with you with a view 
to an agreement; however, to give you 
an idea as to the nature of the agree-

mit the following for your considera- 
tion. 

(a) ‘To start with, we desire to 
make it clear that we want to induce 
investment of capital in our commun- 
ity whenever this can be acomplished 
to the actual advantage of the com- 
munity and of the investor, and we are 
prepared to enter into negotiations 
with you and to co-operate in every 
way with a view to the city becoming 
a party to a square deal agreement 
for the public supply of gas. 

(b) We would not, however, con- 
sider any proposition in which the 
city would not retain control of the 
operations of a company rendering 
public service under franchise and the 
agreement with you would have to 
provide for. the city’s control of your 
financial operations; that is to sity, 
satisfactory account would have to 
be rendered of the capital invested 
and of the stock and bond issues. 

(c) The city would have to be 
efficiently safe-guarded against. any 
issue of water stock; that is to say, 
+ the people of this community must 
E protected against paying dividends 


upon any capital but that actually and 
effectively invested in the local en- 
terprise and further we must safe- 
guard the community against paying 
salaries to non-producers under guise 
of payments for services rendered; 
our public service arrangements must 
be on a net and efficient basis with 
organizations wholly active. 

(d) We would be agreeably only to 
such rates for the commodity at any 
time during the life of the franchise 
as would give a reasonable return on 
the actual investment and the agree- 
ment would have to provide for re- 
vision of rates accordingly. We 
would thus propose to fix rates to 
start with to give what would be 
agreed upon and approved by our 
council as a reasonable carning for the 
money actually invested and by state- 
ments furnished by the company and 
verification by examination of its 
books by the city ,the operations of 
the company would be checked and 
when the earnings would exceed what 
would be mutually agreed upon as a 
reasonable return upon the actual in- 
vestment the city would share in the 
profits over and above such reason- 
able return and again, when the earn- 
ings would exceed a certain predeter- 
mined percentage the rate would have 
to be reduced so as to keep the earn- 
ings within the prescribed limit and 
in this way give the people who pay 
the bills first a common share in the 
excess and above that a reduction in 
rates. 

(c) The agreement would have to pre- 
scribe a standard of quality for the 
commodity and for suitable penalties 
in favor of the city whenever it would 
be found under standard upon test 
such as an equitable percentage of dis- 
count to apply for the time being or 
until the quality is again raised to the 
standard of efficiency. 

(f) The city would reserve the right 
to order extensions of the distributing 
system, also general expansion of the 
plant within a reasonable time from 
any notice, also to require betterments 
from time to time to keep up with the 
growth of the city, such step of course 
would be taken upon a showing being 
made the action is necessary for the 
welfare and comfort of the commun- 
ity. : 

(g) The agreement would have to 
contain adequate provisions for the 
restoration of streets, pavements and 
other public utilities interfered with 
by any constructinn of the guarantee 
and also provisions to save the city 
harmless from damages which ‘the 
company might cause by its opera- 
tions or consequent thereto. 

(h) The right would have to be 
reserved to the city to purchase the 
plant after a term of years with the 
understanding clearly expressed that 
the purchase price would be the acual 
vaule of th plant without any allow- 
ance for franchise rights.

glorified Messiah's rule. As it is writ- 
ten, instead of thy fathers (the an- 
cient saintly ones were styled “the 
fathers,” as Jesus was styled the Son 
of Abraham and David) shall be thy 
children, whom thou mayest make 
princes in all the earth (Psalm xlv, 
16). These princes, acting under and 
continually in contact with the spirit- 
ual Kingdom and rulers styled in the 
Seriptures ‘‘the royal . priesthood,’ 
will, of course, be so superior in their 
wisdom and power as to command the 


obedience of the whole earth. The na. 


tion of Israel, with whom they are 
related, would naturally respond more 
quickly than others to the New order 
of things, which will be just that tor 
which. they have been waiting and 
praying for more than thirty centuries. 

In these words the Lord through the 
prophet assures us of the wonderful 
success which will attend the estab- 
lishment of the New Empire of earth, 
the dominion of the Prince of light, 
which will supersede the dominion of 
the Prince of darkness, when Satan 
shall be bound for a thousand years, 
that he may deceive the peoples no 
'more. Messiah’s Kingdom will be 


only in its grandeur, majesty and au- 
thority, but also in the lofty principles 
which it will represent. Thus it is 
written, “He shall lay. righteousness 
to the line and justice to the plummet 
and the hail (Truth) shall sweep away 
the refuge of lies’ (Isaiah xxviii, 17). 
Nevertheless, as the world shall come 
to appreciate the new order of things 
all nations shall flow unto it, flow up 
to it—contrary to the downwardness 
of fallen human nature, It will make 


i manifest such wonderful rewards for 
' righteousness and obedience to God 


and it will'so make manifest the 
stripes that must attend all willful 
disobedience to the Divine arrange- 
ment that the Scripture will be ful- 
filled which declares that when the 
judgments of the Lord are abroad in 
the earth, the inhabitants of the 
world will learn righteousness (Isaian 
xxvi, 9). 

Humanity for six thousand years 
has been learning ‘‘the exceeding sin- 
fulness of sin,” its downward tenden- 
cy in every sense of the word. Every 
form of Government has been tried in 
an endeavor to secure the greatest 
amount of blessing. But the uniform 
results have been that those exalted 
to place and influence and power have 
proved themselves unequal to the op. 
portunities and temptations of the pc- 
sitions-and have abused them selfish- 
ly. Whoever is acquainted with his- 
tory realizes the truthfulness of all 
this. If some of us have hoped that 
the general education of the masses 
und the general enlightenment of the 
race would abolish sin and selfishness 


‘and demonstrate the truthfulness of 
| the Proverb, “Honesty is the best pol-- 
1iey,” 


we are willing to confess that 
this has been a mistake, We perceive 
that the greater the wisdom and in- 
telligence granted to a selfish mind 
and heart the greater will be its op- 
portunities for evil and incitement 
thereto. 


politicians or judges or governors, 
great or small, of one party or an- 
other, of one nationality or another— 
all are accused of being tarred with 
the same stick of selfishness. The 
Bible clearly indicates that this dis- 
trust is not without reason and that 
the great time of trouble soon to come 
upon every nation (Daniel xii, 1) will 
be the direct result of this loss of con- 
fidence. The Bible’s description of the 
matter briefly summed up is, livery 
man’s hand shall be against his neigh- 
bor (Zechariah viii, 10; xiv, 13). It 
will be after that great time of trouble 
shall have thoroughly sickened hu- 
manity as respects itself and any 
hopes it might have had of bringing 
about a Millennium by its own efforts 
—that God will manifest his Kingdom 
in the top of the mountains—higher 
than all other kingdoms every way, 
and all people shall flow toward it. As 
it is written, ‘The desire of all pco- 
ples shall come” (Haggai ii, 7). 

This is described in the verse follow. 
ing our text which reads, ‘““And many 
people shall go and say, Come ye, let 
us go up to the mountain (kingdom) of 
the Lord, to the house (temple) of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of 
his ways and we will walk in_ his 
paths, for out of Zion (the spiritual 
unseen Kingdom of Messiah) shall go 
forth the Law and the Word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem (the seat of 
earth’s Mmpire to be). And he shall 
judge among the nations (rewarding 
and punishing justly), and shall re- 
buke many people; and they shall 
beat their swords into plowshares and 
their spears into pruning hooks, Ne- 
tion shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war 
any more.” All Christians agree that 
these words apply to the Messiah’s 
They tell us clearly and 


of the Lord to fill the whole earth as 


the waters: cover the great deep 
(Isaiah xi, 9). 
We’ have already noted that this 


prophecy belongs to natural Israel and 
not to spiritual Israel. As the first 
verse declares, it concerns Judah and 
Jerusalem. By the time this prophecy 
will have begun to be fulfilled, spirit- 
ual Israel wiil be beyond the vale. It 
is in full harmony with this that we 
read in the fifth verse, ‘‘O house of 
Jacob, Come ye and let us walk in the 
light of the Lord.” This is particular- 
ly the time when this message to nat- 
ural Israel should go forth. We un- 
derstand the Scriptures to teach that 
during the next few years the Lord 
will have special dealings with Israet 
in connection with this call. He will 
point out to them the way of right- 
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eousness and the great privileges that 
are theirs as a people, because of Di- 
vine promises to their fathers, Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, etc. But only 
those who respond by turning to the 
light of God’s Word to walk in it will 
be in the proper condition of heart 
and obedience to promptly get the 
blessing at the beginning of Messiah’s 
reign. Those most prompt to respond 
will get the greater blessing. 

Verses 6-10 portray some of the rea- 
sons why‘God’s favor has been with- 
drawn for a time from natural Israel 
—aside from the fact that his special 
favor was for the time to be given to 
Spiritual Israel. Then follows a de- 
scription of the time of trouble, in 
which present institutions will suc- 
cumb, to be followed* by Messiah’s em- 
pire. Let us read some of these verses 
and note thuir applicability to our day 
and the correspondence between these 
statements and very similar  pro- 
nouncements in the Book of Revela- 
tion, applicable also to the time in 
which we are living. We will quote 
and paraphrase from verse 11:to the 
end of the chapter.

Those in distress and perplexity will 
in that time of trouble tlee to the 
holes and the rocks and the caves of 
earth for fear. As Revelation (vi, 16) 
expresses if, they shall eall to the 
rocks, “Fall on us and hide us from 
the face of him that sitteth upen the 
thron®.”” We are not to understand 
this more literally than its context. It 
does not signify that people will be so 
foolish as to literally pray for rocks to 
fall upon them, when they could more 
easily destroy their lives in another 
way. The thought is the very con- 
trary of this—that they desire protec- 
tion, shielding, hiding, covering from 
the trouble of the coming day of the 
lord. These shelters of the rocks and 
caves of the earth symbolically repre- 
sent the attempted protection of hu- 
man. organizations — insurance com- 
| panies, secret societies, etc. But none 
| of these will be able to protect from 
the: trouble which is coming—which 
will be world-wide and involve every
